Mr. Arnold addressed the Court to show that 


the real issue was, IB the defendant lir.ble for 
the value of the ;ilave ? The fact that n juror 
has expressed hi. belief that the defendant wae 


j properly convicted on the criminal suit, does 


not necessarily disqualify him from serving. 


The Court made a long argument, closing 


with tho ruling that the question to bo put to 
the witness wna. Can the jurors render an im- 
partial verdict notwithstanding they h;td read 
or heard reports of the other trial ? 


Gen. Paine protested against the injustice of 


making up part of the Jury under one rule, and 
the rest of the Jury under another rule, aud 
requested that an four jurors had been gtruefc 
off under the firtt niling, tho lour who nnawer- 
ed similarly should be struck off the list. 


The Judge overruled and kept them on the 


Jury. Aftenvnrl he permitted the other ju- 
rore to be re-called, but none of them were ac- 
cepted, and Sir. Stupinski was ruled off be- 
cause he was on the ground at the time of the 
Keecue, and he«rd mid saw part of the pro- 
ceedings. 


The Jury bein:,' complete, Mr. Arnold stated 


that the case was precisely liko the criminal 
suit, so far as the issues of law and fact were 
concerned, nn<l v. ished the question put to each 
juror, whether ho held tho Fugitive Slave Act 
to bo unconstitutional, so that he would noten- 
force its remedial provisions. In other words, 
whether lie had nny scruples against rendering 
a verdict under that Act. 


Gen. Puino objected to such a course; an un- 


precedented in n civil action. 


Tho Court thought that in substance it was 


a proper question, but after some discussion, 
ruled that if any juror had such scruples, he 
miiiht rise in his place, and make it known. 


Mr. Darrow stated that in no case would he 


convict criminally under this Act, but in this 
case it was different—he should render a ver- 
dict according to his oath. 


Mr. C. Arnold said, if ho saw a fugitive esca- 


ping, he should place. no|obstaclu in his way. 


Mr. PrentiaB had previously stated that in a 


criminal case he should hold the law unconsti- 
tutional, but in it civil suit he should take tho 
law from the Court.

Mr. Arnold opened the case by stating the 


cause of action t nd reading the 7th section o 
the Fugitive Slave Act, and saying this action 
was founded ou the guilty conduct of the de 
fennant, Shennn:i M. Booth, in aiding the eg 
cape of Joshua (ilover, tho slave of Bcnaumi 
S. Garland. 
He stated the facts the plaintiff 


expected to prove, viz.: The wan-ant, the ar 
rest of Glover, the rescue and escape, identify 
ing the defendant with the rescue and escape 
<*tc., &e. Ho would not state in detail wha 
the proof would be, further than that the de 
feiulant was not only active in getting up the 
meeting, but thai; he was the author, the father 
in fact, the responsible man of thu whole trans 
action. He then read the declaration of the 
plaintiff against the defendant. 


B. K. MILLER sworn : Produced the com 


plaint of Garland and warrant signed by Judge 
Miller on the complaint, nnd the return to the 
warrant, And identified them. 


Mr. Arnold offered them all as evidence. 
Gen. Puine objected to tho affidavit as cvi 


dcncc, on the gmund that Garland was the par 
ty in tho suit, and this would bo permitting 
Mr. Garland to make evidence for himself. 


Tho Court ruled that it should only be re- 


ceived «8 showing the Jfoundation of proceed- 
ing)), and not ar proof that Glover was his 
slave. 


Mr. Arnold then read the affidavit, the war- 


rant and the return. 


Mr. Miller re-called,' and was asked if the 


defendant was not indicted at the last torin for 
aiding the escape of Glover. 


Gen. Paine objected. 
The Court thought it not material. 
Mr Arnold staled his object to be to prove 


that the defendant wag indicted, tried and con 
victed, at the last term, and then offer the rec- 
ord of that conviction as evidence of the guil- 
ty conduct Of the defendant, which makes him 
liable to the plaintiff for the value of the slave. 
Ho admitted that it was a bold and a novel 
proposition, that it was a very difficult thing 
to determine what was the rule in the case— 
tho authorities wore afloat upon it. The issue 
in this case was tiie same as in the other case, 
the parties only were different. And in a case 
where the public is a party, any person feeling 
himself aggrieved, had a right to take advan- 
tage of such public conviction. As in the case 
of a person divorced for adultery. Ho cited 2 
Cowen & Hill's Notes to Phillips' evidence, 47; 
Starkie on eridenoe,221; 18 John's R., 352. 


Gen. Paine hoped that no novel doctrines 


would be enforced here in this suit, for the 
pur- 


pose of helping a slaveholder to recover prop- 
erty in human fleib; thought we had better 
stick to the old l.tnd-marks and to the nettled 
rules of law and practice, rather than set sail 
on an uncertain voyage. He said he would 
read some authorities against toe position of 
counsel in the morning. 


The Court aaid he would hold the matter un- 


der advisement It was a new question, and he 
thought the'record of conviction in the crimi- 
nal case couid on)jr go to the Jury aa cumula- 
tive evidence, if at all. 


JOSEPH HEATH, sworn. I reside at Ra- 


cine; did on the nth of March last; recollect 
the escape wf Joshua Glover from the jail in 
this city; was here that day: came un on the 
boat about 4 o'clock; saw the defendant that 
day near the U. 8. Hotel in this city: he was 
on a hor«fr-a imnll aortal hone; I was intro- 
duced to him by Mr. Waterman; had se«i him 


before: saw him afterwards in the road ne .r 
the Court House Square; had A eooversatii n 
with him about going to Oakley's fer u tean ; 
he told me to make haste, as the nigger won d 
be out before I cnuld get back ; I went on h s 
horse ; enme back and told hitn that they h: d 
no team at Oakley's ; I gave tha horse to Boo h 
again ; the negro was out when I got buck, I 
believe: did not see him at all. "I believe it 
was Waterman who introduced rue to biui; i a 
not know whether Mr. Clement was there ; I 
heard cries of " take him nut" when I we it 
away ; I saw n team at the Square in the ro: d 
before the jail; don't know that the ncg o 
went offin.it.

heard Mr. Booth speak before I left; heaid 
other strangers speak ; I was not gone Itm; ; 
run the horse over to Oakley'g; did not he: r 
Mr. Booth ask the Racine Delegation to me 't 
at the Americiin to take tea; heard the re- 
mark perhaps from Mr. Waterman or Mr. Cl *- 
merit; Mr. Booth was on his horse then; I 
came up with the llacine Delegation ; had i o 
business—came up to see. the negro 'have far 
play ; I do not know that I ever told any 01 e 
that if I was not a poor man, that I would n >t 
be a witness aguinst Mr. Booth ; do not romei i- 
berofsaying RO; I informed Messrs. AVnte,-- 
nian, Clement and Booth, that if I had ti e 
means, 1 would keep out of the way; afterwards.

DR. DOUSMAN, sworn : Was at the S. W. 


corner of Jackson and Oneida streets in front 
of a house that was oc-eupied by Mr. Strong, 
when n wagon passed in which Glover was said 
to be ; saw a mulatto man in it; don't know 
that it was Glover ; an open wagon and black 
horses driven by Frank Raymond ; Geo. Bing- 
hara, AT cry Hill, and colored :uan in the wag- 
on ; wiigon went down Oneida to Jefferson 
and turner! corner on JeUerson ; BRW defend- 
ant immediately behind the wagon, from 3 to 5 
rods behind it; a great crowd about. 


Cross-examined.—Was South Bide Jackson 


street; saw wagon near Bishop's house when 
it was first netting started ; crowd uear the 
wagon and nil along behind. "Witness was very 
cross and angry, and the General told him qui- 
etly that he would get along just as well if he 
did not get iniid. He knew he saw Mr. Booth 
because he stood near Mr. Shepard and he (the 
Doct.J snid it wns the greatest outrage he ever 
saw. Mr. Shepard said, pointing to Mr. Booth, 
" there is the originator of tho whole of it." 
He did not like Mr. Booth's course on the law, 
and disapproved of it throughout. The wit- 
ness was very much excited uud angry through- 
out his cross-examination. 


WM. G. PARSONS, sworn : Waa Deputy Jail- 


er the llth March, '54 ; Deputy Marshal Cot- 
ton brought Glover there in the morning, Mid 
left him there with warrant; identified warrant 
Known him ; nothing new or material further 
added to his testimony. 


Cross-examined: Hohadokey; fastened the 


back door. 


Dep'y Marsha! COTTON. Gen. Paine raised 


the question, that as the court had already in- 
timuted that us the nmrshal was indirectly in- 
terested, because if Garland geta a judgment 
against Booth fur $1000, he can't get any more, 
and this would go to the relief of tho marshal 
and as Mr. Cotton is liable to the marshal, he 
is testifying in his own behalf.

Grant to the jail, at the request of the sheriff. 


J.A.ARNOLD sworn: Testified as on the 


former trial, that ho heard defendant say.when 
riding past the U. S. Hotel, Freemen to the 
Rescue ; C. H. Hurd asked him what was go- 
ing on and Booth Siiid coinn to the Court House 
«nd see ; nothing else material;-gaw wiigou with 
negro come down Mniu and Huron sts. 


Adjourned till 2 o'clock P. M. 
The Judge presides with more fairness than 


on the criminal suit, but can't keep hia strong 
biae from influencing him to the aide of the 
slave catcher. For instance, he took the ex- 
amination out of the hands of Mr. Arnold, this 
morning, in favor of the plaintiff, to show that 
Buck and Grant were sent to the jail by the 
Marshal. We think we express the t.xact truth, 
when we'B'ay, that the Judge meana to conduct 
the ti-ial fin fairly as is consistent with his deter- 
mination to get a verdict against us.
